NEW YOBK, Oct. 8.—R. G. Dun & 


Co.'s weeklv review of trade Bays: 


The first week of October shows more activ- 


ity In spite ot tbe near approach of tbe presi- 
dential election. Bnemeas ta distinctly better 
at the south on account ot the Improvement in 
the price ot cotton; more active at the Vest 
with improved erop prospeeta, and .only 
slightly retarded at the east. The moderate 
Increaee In the demand for money at New 
York, which pncsded to tho October settle • 
ments, has passed without any embarrassment 
and the rate for money on call baa declined 
from S>3 U> 4>a per cent, while at all ether cities 
the money markets are reported abundantly 
supplied with funds. The reaction from the ex- 
treme low price ot cotton helps bnalneie at tbe 
south, and although wheat Is low in price, It is 
a little higher than It was a wiek ago. In gen- 
eral, speculation bas disturbed legitimate trade 
muoh less during the past quarter than Is 
usual atithla season, 'although the transac- 
tions In cotton have been exceedingly heavy. 
Trade at Boston Is somewhat narrower as the 
election approaches, but dry goods are quite 
active both at wholesale and retail; cotton 
goods are decidedly firm,, and tend to advance 
lu price, the trade lu boots and shoes Is re- 
markably 
good, 
and 
wool 
steady 
In 
price 
with holders 
confident. 
At Phil- 


adelphia trade In Jewelry and paints is 
satisfactory, in liquors and tobacco good, and 
ateadv In chemicals, whllebnslness In groceries 
Is fully equal to last year's. 
Business is 
brighter at Baltimore and the packing trade 
opens with great promise while) building trans- 
actions are heavy. At Pittsburgh manufac- 
tured iron is quite active and in large, demand 
at well-supported prices, while In glass It Is 
fair, but a strike of coal miners embarrasses 
the Monongahela trade. At Cincinnati trade 
In irocerloe la good and In [the month of Sep- 
tember about 80 per cent greater than lost 
year, while other trade le active and money 
growing somewhat stiff. Atlndlananolls there 
is a boom In manufacturing and railroads Bud 
It exceedingly difficult to handle all the tonaga 
offered. At Detroit manufacturing is decid- 
edly active and worka are employed lull time. 
Chicago reports a large trade in merchandise 
and good collections with bank clearings U nor 
cent, larger than a year ago, and decided in- 
crease in real estate and lumber transactions. 
Receipts of cattle, hogn and sheep are slightly 
larger than a, year ago, but receipts of 
flour, barley, cheese, hides and dressed beef 
are double last year's, of wheat three times, 
and broomcorn four times hut year's; decrease 
being noted only in seeds, lard, wool and rye. 
At St. Paul trade Is materially greater than a 
year ago and at Minneapolis very good, timber 
being unusually active and the output of flour 
(00,000 barrels against IW.OOO last year. Busi- 
ness at Bt. Lonui Is more active than usual and 
collections prompt: at Kansas Olty trade Is 
eteady, receipts heavy and collections fairly 
aatlifaetory. At Omaha business Is good, par- 
ticularly In groceries, and at Denver bnsinees 
is Improving. Nearly all southern cities re- 
port better trade, though at tittle Bock proa,

Total Defeat of the Oovernment-Tlie 


Baported, Firing- on Consul 


Banna Discredited. 


WABHINGTOH, Oct., 8.—Confirmation 


of the report that a decisive battle had 
taken place between the government 
forces and those of the revolutionary 
party in Venezuela was not received at 
the navy department until yesterday. 
Early yesterday morning a dispatch 
came to Secretary Tracy from Rear Ad- 
miral Walker, commanding United 
States vessels in Venezuelan waters, 
saying: 


It Is reported that an engagement has taken 


place resulting in the total defeat ot the (overa- 
nwntnnd capture of the Venezuelan comman- 
der-in-chlof noar Caracas, Bevolntlonliti wl 1 
occupy Oaracas to-morrow.

message 
vras dated at 
La 


Quayra, and came here twenty-four 
hours after it was filed. 


Shortly after came another dispatch 


fromtheadmlraldatedlastnight, which 
read: 


Proslflent and Venezuelan ministry have 


abandoned Venezuela. Bevolntlonleto success 
tul.It will be noticed that neither of 
these dispatches contains any mention 
of the report that the United States 
consul Mr. Hanna, was flred on by a 
Venezuelan war ship while in the har- 
bor of Macuto in his naphtha launch; 
and because of this omission and from 
tbe fact that neither Consul Hanna nor 
Minister Scruggs has sent a statement 
of such an occurrence to the state de- 
partment, it is believed in official cir- 
cles that the report is not true. 


An official of the navy department 


whose position entitles him to speak 
authoritatively, said to the 
United 


Press reporter yesterday afternoon in 
reference to the matter, that had any 
assault beec. made on Consul Hanna, 
Admiral Walker would undoubtedly 
have notified the navy department of 
tho fact 


"loan hardly believe the report is 


true," he said, "for with two United 
States vessels near by, the Venezuelans 
would not have dared to fire on our 
flag. They could riot hope to cope 
with our vessels, and if an engage- 
ment bad taken place the small (run* 
of the Chicago would have been suf- 
ficient to quickly silence the Venezue- 
lan craft." 


No message of any sort from either 


Minister Scruggs or Consul Hanna had 
been received at the state department 
up to the closing hour yesterday. The 
only official information .in 'the posses- 
sion of Acting Secretary Adee waa con- 
tained in the dispatches from Admiral 
Walker. 
These messages were laid 


before the cabinet at its meeting 
yesterday, and the report that Consul 
Hanna had been attacked was also dis- 
cussed, but in view of the fact that no 
official information concerning the re- 
ported outrage against him and the 
flag had been received, the subject was 
passed 
over without 
action. 
The 


United States has two vessels—the 
Chicago and the Kearsarge—in the 
harbor of La Guayra and another Ves- 
sel—the Concord—is within a day's 
sailing distance. 


The Chicago and the Concord are two 


of the new vessels, and are thoroughly 
equipped for warfare, so there ta no 
fear felt inofficial circles that the in- 
terests of this country will not be well 


TOPKKA, Kan., Oct. 7.—The conven- 


tion of straightout democrats held 
here to-day to protest ogalnt the ac- 
tion of the regular democratic conven- 
tion of July e, in indorsing the peo- 
ple'* party state ticket, adjourned this 
afternoon, after having adopted a reso- 
lution declaring for Qrover Cleveland 
and censuring the fusioniats for their 
sell-out.

report upon reassembling. The com- 
mittee on resolutions submitted Its re- 
port, which was adopted amid enthu- 
siasm. The plank in regard to fusion 
is as follow*: 
. 


The action ot the state convention of July 


8th. la attempting to bind democrats to the 
support ot the so-called people's party atate 
ticket, wae a crime without a parallel in tbe 
political history ot oar country. It does vfc>- 
hnoe to every conception of honorable prin- 
ciple! la contrary to democratic precept and 
practice; to not binding upon democrats, nor 
will we be bound thereby.

Kinley tariff bill tbe tariff on cotton ties 
was too low to protect the manufacture 
ot them except in a very limited quan- 
tity and that only in milla when the man- 
ufacture ot other prodnots aided largely 
in reducing the expense ot manufactur- 
ing cotton ties. The result waa tbat we 
produced only about one-fodrth ot the 
quantity cone-amed by oar people. Oar 
production per annum was only about 
400,000 bandies or 10,000 tons 
The 


English manufacturers had tbufrnarket 
on the other three-fourth ot tbe cotton 
ties consumed here and consequently 
controlled tbe market Bate the meager 
competition of the American manufac- 
ture who were producing the other cnc- 
tonitb 


The new tariff law increased the doty 


on cotton tiea for tbe purpose ot stimu- 
lating the industry in the United States 
Etory Democrat voted against tbis prop- 
osition in the bill, on the theory that Ibe 
tanff is a tax paid by toe1 consumer; 
erery one of them professed to believe 
that the pnoe of cotton ties would be ad- 
vanoed by tbe amount ot the increased 
duty. As soon as the new duty became 
n law tbe manufacture of ties waa stim- 
ulated in Pennsylvania, Indiana, Georgia, 
Tennessee and Texas and in 1891 we 
made all the cotton bee onr people con- 
sumed, England lost tbe market and our 
people gained It. 
Before toe law 


3,000 men were employed in ibe work ot 
making ties and since the law 11,000 men 
have been employed, aa increase of 8,000 
men. 
In this one industry, then, 8,000! 


men got work on account of ihe MnKin 
ley law, and in 1891 we made 1,000,000 
bundles ot cotton ties, instead of 400,000 
bundles 
The new men employed o 


course benefited tbe American farmer, as 
they and their families, 40,000 souls in 
all, tad to boy tbe prodnots of tbe farm 
to eat. They benefited the merchants, 
aa they had to bay clothing, hats, oaps, 
dress goods, coffee and sugar. They 
benefited tba churches and tbe state, 
contributing to the support ot both. The 
doctor, the lawyer, the dentist, the 
batcher, tbe carpenter and men of all 
professions oame in for benefits from tbe 
employment of 8000 new men by the Mc-

current expenses at a shave of from 
twelve to twenty cents on the dollar.

drops to an amount equal to tbe labor 
of no more than 8,000,000 of men.

tbe manufactures of tbe United States. 


So that wages must increase by thia 


Increased demand for labor in manu- 
facturing-, industries, and 4,000,000 of 
men will be drawn fruixi the coinpara- 
tively low-priced labor of agriculture 
into the higher paid labor ol manu- 
factures, while the 9,000,000 left in ag- 
riculture inevitably 
demand higher 


wages. 


The very essence ol the virtue of the 


protective system is that it does protect 
the American wage-earner from un- 
checked competition with the products 
of the European wage-earner. It in- 
creases the demand for American labor 
by preventing Europe from becoming 
America's workshop and Europeans 
America's artisans.

Total Defeat of the Government—The 


Reported Virtue* on Oo&eol 


Banna Xieoredited. 


WABHINQTOH, Oct. 8.—Confirmation

Revolutionist* success- 
ful. 


It will be noticed that neither of 


these dispatches contains any mention 
of the report that the United States 
consul Mr. Hanna, was fired on by a 
Venezuelan war ship whilo in the har- 
bor of Macuto in his naphtha launch; 
and because of this omission and from 
tbe fact that neither Consul Hanna nor 
Minister Scruggs has sent a statement 
of such an occurrence to the state de- 
partment, it is believed in official cir- 
cles that the report is not true. 


An official of the navy department 


whoso position entitles him to speak 
authoritatively, said to the 
United 


Press reporter yesterday afternoon in 
reference to the matter, that had any 
assault beec made on Consul Hanna, 
Admiral Walker would undoubtedly 
have notified the navy department of 
tho fact. 


"I can hardly believe the report is 


true," he said, "for with two United 
States vessels near by, the Venezuelans 
would not have dared to fire on our 


g. They could not hope to eope 


with our vessels, and if an engage- 
ment bad taken plaoo the small (runs 
of the Chicago would hare been suf- 
ficient to quickly silence the Venezue- 
lan craft." 


No message of any sort from either 


Minister Scruggs or Consul Hanna had 
been received at the state department 
up to the closing hour yesterday. Toe 
only official information in 'the posses- 
sion of Acting Secretary Adee waa con- 
tained in the dispatches from Admiral 
Walker. 
These messages were laid 


before the cabinet at its meeting 
yesterday, and the report that Consul 
Hanna had been attacked was also dis-

United States has two vessels—the 
Chicago and the Kearsarge—in the 
harbor of La Guayra and another veo- 
sel— the Concord—is within a day's 
sailing distance.

will demand the immediate considera- 
tion of the new administration. H ' 
have any recommendation to m&ke K 
will be that every man who is caU<x 
upon to serve the people in B repre- 
sentative capacity, should study the 
whole subject thoroughly, as I1 intend 
to do myself, looking to the. Varied in- 
terests of tha common country; no thai 
when the time for action arrives to ad- 
vocate that protection may be extend- 
ed to the coal and Iron of Pennsylvania, 
the com of Illinois and the' reapers ol 
Chicago."

eence of protective tarifl, England 
•would export to the United States man- 
ufactured goods equal to'the labor ot 
7,000,000 men. 
-Then it follows that there to but tbe 
manufactured product ot tbe labor ot 
8,000,000 left to employ the labor of the 
10,000,000 men in the United States. 


So that wages mnst be low, because 


the supply Is equal to the labor of 10,- 
000,000 men, while the manufacturing 
demand requires only the labor of 3,000,- 
000 men, which leaves 7,000,000 men de- 
pendent on < the always low wage* of 
agriculture. 


Again, let it be granted the demand 


for manufactured goods throughout the 
United States » equal to the product of 
the labor of 10,000,000 men, and that 
thia number of laborers exists In the 
United States. 
let >t be granted also that by reason 


of a highly protective tarifl England's 
•formerexportation to tbe United States 
drops to an amount equal to tbe labor 
of no more than 8,000,000 ot men. 


Then it follows that there is a de- 


mand for the labor of 7,000,000 of men in 
the manufactures ot the United States. 


So that wages must increase by thia 


Increased demand for labor in manu- 
facturing , industries, and 4,000,000 of 
men will be drawn from the compara- 
tively low-priced labor of agriculture 
into fro higher paid labor ot manu- 
factures, while the 9,000,000 left in ag- 
rioulturo inevitably 
demand higher 


wages. 


The very essence of the virtue of the 


protective system is that it does protect 
the American wage-earner from un- 
checked competition with the products 
of the European wage-earner. It In- 
crease* the demand lor American labor 
by preventing Europe tram becoming 
America's workshop and Europeans 
America's artisans.
